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CONSTITUTION 

or THB 

UNITED STATES 

OF AMERICA. 



We the people of the United States, in order to form % 
more perfect union, establish justice, insure domestic tran- 
quility, provide for the common defense, promote the general 
welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our posterity, do ordain and establish this constitation for 
the United States of America. 

ARTICLE I. 

BBCTIOK I. 

An legislatiTe powers herein granted shall be vested in 
a congress of the United States, which shall consist of a 
senate and house of representatives. 

SECTION n. 

1. The house oi representatives shall be composed of 
members chosen every second year by the peof^ of tho 
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4 CONSTITUTION OF 

aeveral states, and the electoro in each state shall Have th«^ 
qualifications requisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the state legislature. 

2. No person shall be a representative who shall not 
have attained to the age of twenty-five years, and been 
seven years a citizen of the United States, and who shall 
not, when elected, ^be. an inhabitant of that state in which 
he shall be chosen. 

3. Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned 
among the several' states which may be included within this 
Union, according to their respective numbers, which shall 

*be determined by adding to the whole number of free per- 
sons, including those bound to service for a term of yetu's, 
lind including Indians not taxed, three fifths of all other 
persons. The actual enumeration shall be made w^ithiri 
three years after the first meeting of the congress of the 
United States, and within every subsequent term of ten 
years, in such manner as they shall by law direct. The 
number of representatives shall not exceed one for every 
thirty thousand, but each state shall have at least one repre- 
sentative ; and until such enumeration shall be made, the 
state of New Ifampshire shall be entitled to choose three, 
Mcuitachuseits eight, Rhode Island and Providence planta- 
ttons one, Connecticut five, New York six, Netc Jersey four, 
Pennsylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, llrginui 
ten, North Carolina five. South Caroiina ^ye, and Georgia 
three. 

4. When vacancies liappen in the representation from 
any state, the executive authority thereof shall issue wiita 
of election to fill tueh vacancies*

5. The hoQM of representetlTes shall ehoose tbsir 
speaker and other officers ; and shall have the sola 
power of impeachment. 

SECTION in. 

1. The senate of the Uaited States shall be eomposed of 
two senators from each states chosen bj the legislatara 
thereof for six years ; and each senator shall have ona 
vote. 

2. Immediatelj after tfaej shall be assembled in oonse* 
qnenoe of the first election^ they shall be divided aa aqnallj 
as may be into three classes. The seats of the senators i£ 
the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the 
second year, of the second class at the expiration of tha 
fourth year, and of the third clas8(, at the expiration of the 
sixth year, so that one third may be chosen every second 
year; and if vacancies happen by r^ssignation, or otherwise^ 
daring the recess of the legislature of any state, the execu- 
tive thereof may make temporary appointments until the 
next meeting of the legislature, which shall then fill such 
vacancies, 

8. No person shall be a senator who shall not have 
attained to the age of thirty years, and been nine yeais a 
citixen of the United States, and who shall not, when 
elected, be an inhabitant of that state for which he shall be 
chosen. 

4. The vice president of tbo United States shall be 
president of the senate, but shall have no vote, unless they 
be equally divided.

president pro4einpore, in the absence of the vice pi^esident^ 
or when he shall exercise Uie (Kffiee of president of the 
United States. 

6. The senate shall have the sole power to try all im« 
peachments. When sifting ibr that purpose, they shall be 
on oath or affirmation. When the president of the United 
States is tried, the chief jnstice shall preside : and no per- 
son shall be convicted without the concurrence of two thirds 
of the members present. 

7. Judgment in eases of impeachment shall not extend 
further than to removal from office, and disquali6cation to 
hol4 and enjoy any office of honor, trust or profit under the 
UnitM States : but the party convicted shall nevertheless 
be liable and subject to indictment, trial, judgment and pun* 
khmenty according to law. 

SECTION IV. 

1. The times, places and manner of holding elections for 
senators and representatives, shall be prescribed in each 
state by the legislature thereof; but the congress may at 
any time by law make or alter such regulatioas, except a9 
to the places of choosing senators. 

2. The congress shall assemble at least once in every 
year, and such meeting shall be on the first Monday in 
December, unless they shall by law appoint a different 

day. . . 

SECTION r. 

1. Each house shall be the judge of the elections, returns 
^d qualifications of its own members, and a majority of 
each sh^U ppn^titute a quorum to do business ; but a smaller

number hulj adjoom from ^j to diiy, and may be airtlior>* 
ized to compel the attendance of absent memben, in such 
manner, and under auch penalties as each house may pio- 
Tide. . 

2. Each house may determine the roles of its proceed* 
ings, punish its members for disorderly behavior, and, with 
the concurrence of two thirds, exp^ a member. 

8. Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings, 
and from time to time publish the same, excepting such 
parts as may in their judgment require secresy; and the 
yeas and nays of the members of either house on any ques- 
tion fihail, at the desire of one fifth of those present, be 
entered op the journal. 

4. Neither house, during the session of congress, shall, 
without the consent of the other, adjourn for more than 
three days, nor to any other, place tlian that in which the 
two houses shall be sittini;. 

SECTION VI. 

1. The senators and representatives shall receive a com- 
pensation for their services, to be ascertained by law, and 
paid out of the treasury of the United States. They shall 
in all cases, except treason, felony and breach of the peace, 
be privileged from arrest during their attendance at the 
session of their respective houses, and in going to and re- 
turning from the same ; and for any speeoh or debate in 
either house, they shall not be questioned in any other 
place. 

9. No senator or representative shall, during the time for 
which he was elected, be appointed to any civil office under 
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8 CONSTITtTTlON ©F 

the authority of the United States, whicli shall have been 
created, or the emoluments whereof shall have been in- 
creased during such time ; and no person holding any office 
under the United States, shall be a member of either boose 
during his continuance in office. 

SECTION vn. 

1. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the 
house of representatives ; but the senate maj propose or 
concur with amendments as on other bills. 

2. Every bill which shall have passed the house of rep- 
resentatives and the senate, shall, before it become a law, 
be presented to the president of the United States ; if he 
approve he sliall sign it, but if not he shall return it, with 
his objections to that house in which it shall have originated, 
who shall enter the objections at large on their journal, and 
proceed to reconsider it. If aft^r such reconsideration two 
thirds of that house shall agree to pass the bill, it shall be 
sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by 
which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by 
two thirds of that house, it shall become a law. But in all 
0udi cases the votes of both houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays, and the names of the persons voting for and 
Against the bill shall be entered on the journal of each 
house respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by 
the president within ten days (Sundays excepted) afler it 
shall have been presented to him, the samo shall be a law, 
in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the congress 
by their adjournment prevent its return, in which case it 
fhall not be a law, 
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3. Every order, resolution, or vote to which the ooncar- 
rence of the senate and house of representatives may he 
necessaiy (except on a question of adjournment) shall be 
presented to the president of the United States ; and before 
the same shall take effect, shall be approved by him, or 
being disapproved by him, shall be repassed by two thirds 
of the senate and house of representatives, according to the 
mles and limitations prescribed in the case of a bilL 

SECTION VIIT, 

The congress shall have power 

1. To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, 
to pay the debts and provide for the common defense and 
general welfare of the United States ; but all duties, im- 
posts and excises shall be uniform throughout the United 
States; 

2. To borrow money on the credit of the United States ; 

3. To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among 
the several states, and with the Indian tribes ; 

4. To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, and 
nniform laws on the subject of bankruptcies throughout the 
United States ; 

5. To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of 
foreign coin, and fix the standard of weights and measures ; 

6. To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting the 
securities and current coin of the United States ; 

7. To establish post offices and post roads ; 

8. To promote the progress of science and useful arts, 
by securing for limited times to authors and inventors the 
exchisive right to their respective writings and discoveries ;

9. To constitute tribunals inferior to the supreme court ; 

10. To define and punish piracies and felonies con^mitted 
on the high seas, and offenses against the law of nations ; 

11. To declare war, grant letters of marque and repri- 
saly and make rules concerning captures on land and 
water; 

12. To raise and support armies, but no appropriation 
of mon^ to that use shall be for a longer term than two 
years ; 

13. To provide and maintain a navy ; 

14. To make rules for the goYernment and regulation of 
the land and naval forces ; 

15. To provide for calling forth the militia to execute 
the laws of the union, suppress insurrections and repel in« 
vasions ; 

16. To provide for organizing, arming, and dbcipliniug^ 
the militia, and for governing such part of them as ma^ be 
employed in the service of the United States, reserving to 
the states respectively, the appointment of the officers, and 
the authority of training the militia according to the disci- 
pline prescribed by congress ; 

17. To exercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatso- 
ever, over such district (not exceeding ten miles square) as 
may, by cession of particular states, and the acceptance of 
congress, become the seat of the government ^of the United 
States, and to exercise like authority over all places pur- 
chased by the consent of the legislature of the state in 
which the same shall be, for tlie erection of forts, maga- 
zines, arsenals, dock-yards, and other needful buildings ; *— 
And 
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IS. To ittake all laws which shall be necessary and 
proper for carrying into execution the foregoing powers, 
and all other powers vested by this constitatioa in Uie gov- 
ernment of the United States, or in any department or offi- 
cer thereof^ 

BECTIOK IX. 

1. The migration or importation of such persons as any 
of the stales now existing shaft think proper to admit, shall 
not be pnMbited by the congress prior to the year one 
thonsand eight hundred and eight, but a tax or duly may 
be imposed on such importation, not exceeding ten doUars 
fot each person. 

2.. The privil^e of the writ of habeas corpus shall not 
be suspended, unless when in cases of rebellioii or invasion 
the public salS^ty may require it. 

3. ISo bill of attainder or ex post facto law shall be 
passed, 

4* No capitation, or other direct, tax shall be laid, unless 
in proportion to the census or enumeration herein before 
directed to be taken. 

5. No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from 
any state. 

6. No preference shall be given by any regulation of 
commeiee or revenue to the poits of one state over those 
of another: nor shall vesseb bound U^ dr from, one state, 
be obliged to eater, clear, or pay duties in another. 

7. No money shall be drawn from the treasury, but in 
consequence of appropriations made by law ; and a regular 
statement and account of Hbe receipts and expenditures of 
all p«blie money ahall be published &mm. tine to time. 
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8. No tide of nobility sUali be granted by the United 
States : and no person holding any office of profit or trust 
under them, shall, without the consent of the congress, 
accept of any present, emolument, office, or title, of any 
kind whatever, from any king, prince, or foreign state* 

' SECTION X. 

1. No state shall enter into any treaty, alliance, or con- 
federation ; grant letters of marque and reprisal ; coin 
money ; emit bilk of credit ; make any thing but gold and 
silver coin a tender in payment of debts ; pass any bill of 
attiunder, ex post facto law, or law impairing the obligation 
of contracts, or grant any title of nobility. 

2. No state shall, without the consent of the congress, 
lay any imposts or duties on imports or exports, except 
what may be absolutely necessary for executing its inspec- 
tion laws : and the net produce of all duties and imposts, 
laid by any state on imports or exports, shall be for the use 
of the treasury of the United States ; and all such laws 
shall be subject to the revision and control of the congress. 

8. No state shall, without the consent of congress, lay 
any duty of tonnage, keep troops, or ships of war in time 
of peace, enter into any agreement or compact with another 
state, or with a foreign power, or engage in war, unless 
actually invaded^ or in such imminent danger as will hot 
admit of delay* «. 

ARTICLE IL 

SECTIOIF I. 

1. The executive power shall be vested in a presidelit of 
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the United States of America. He shall hold his office 
^ariifg the term of four years, and, together with the vice 
president, chosen for the same term, be elected, as follows : — 

2. Each state shall appoint, in such manner as the legis- 
lature thereof may direct, a number of electors, equal to 
the whole number of senators and representatives to which 
the state may be entitled in the congress : but no senator 
or representative, or person holding an office of trust or 
profit under the United States, shall be appointed an 
elector. 

[* The electoi-s shall meet in their respective states, and 
vote by ballot for two persons, of whom one at least shall 
not be an inhabitant of the same state with themselves. 
And they shall make a list of all the persops voted for, and 
of the number of votes for each ; which list they shall sign 
and certify, and transmit sealed to the seat of the govern- 
ment of the United States, directed to the president of the 
senate. The president of the senate shall, in the presence 
of the senate and house of representatives, open all the 
certificates, and the votes shall then be counted. The per- 
son having the greatest number of votes shall be the presi- 
dent, if such number be a majority of the whole number 
of electors appointed ; and if there be more than one who 
have such majority, and have an equal number of votes, 
then the house of representatives shall immediately choose 
by ballot one of them for president ; and if no person have 
a majority, then from the five highest on the list the said 
house shall in like manner choose the president. But in 
choosing the president, &e vote shall be taken by states,

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the representation from each state having one vote; a 
quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or mem-* 
bers from two thirds of the states, and a majority of all the 
states shall be necessary to a choice. In every case, afler 
the choice of the president, the person having the greatest 
number of votes of the electors shall be the vice president 
But if there should remain two or more who have equal 
votes, the senate shall choose from them by ballot the vice 
president] 

3. The congress may determine the time of choosing the 
electors, and the day on which they shall give their votes ; 
which day shall be the same throughout the United States. 

4. No person except a natural born citizen, or a citizen 
of the United States, at the time of the adoption of thb 
constitution, shall be eligible to the office of president; 
neither shall any person be eligible to that office who shall 
not have attained to the age of thirty-five years, and been 
fourteen years a resident within the United States. 

5. In case of the removal of the president from office, or 
of his death, resignation, or inability to discharge the powers 
and duties of the said office, the same shall devolve on the 
vice president, and the congress may by law provide for the 
case of removal, death, resignation, or inability, both of the 
president and vice president, declaring what officer shall 
then act as president, and such officer shall act accordingly, 
until the disability be removed, or a president shall be 
elected. 

6. The president shall, at stated times, receive for his 
services, a compensation, which shall neither be increased 
nor diminished during the period for which he shall have 
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been elected, and he shall not reoeive within that period 
any other emolument from the United States^ or any of 
them. 

7. Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall 
take the following oath or affirmation : — 

^' I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will faithfully 
execute the office of president of the United States, and 
will to the best of my ability, preserve, protect and defend 
the constitution of the United States." 

SECTION II, 

1. The president shall be commander in chief of the 
army and navy of the United States, and of the militia of 
the several states, when called into the actual service of the 
United States ; he may require the opinion, in writing, of 
the principal officer in each of the executive departments, 
upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices, and he shall have power to grant reprieves and par- 
dons for offenses against the United States, except in cases 
of impeachment. 

2. He shall have power, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate, to make treaties, provided two thirds of 
the senators present concur ; and he shall nominate, and by 
and with the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint 
ambassadors, other public ministers and consuls, judges of 
the supreme court, and all other officers of the United States, 
whose appointments are not herein otherwise provided for, 
and which shall be established by law : but the congress 
may by law vest the appointment of such inferior officers, 
as they think proper, in the president alone, in the eourtA 
of law, or in the heads of departments* 
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3. The pi'esident shall have power to fill up all vacancies 
that may happen during the recess of the senate, by grant- 
ing commissions which shall expire at the end of their next 
session. 

SECTION III. 

He shall from time to time give to the congress informa- 
tion of the state of the Union, and recommend to their 
consideration such measures as he shall judge necessary and 
expedient; he may, on extraordinary occasions, convene 
both houses, or either of them, and in case of disagreement 
between them, with respect to the time of adjournment, he 
may adjourn them to such time as he shall think proper ; 
he shall receive ambassadors and other public ministers ; 
he shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed, and 
shall commission all the officers of the United States. 

SECTION IV. 

The president, vice president and all civil officers of the 
United States, shall be removed from office on impeachment 
for, and conviction of, treason, bribery, or other high crimes 
and misdemeanors, 

ARTICLE III, 

SECTION I. 

The judicial power of the United States, shall be vested 
in one supreme court, and such inferior courts as the con- 
gress may from time to time ordain and establish. The 
judges, both of the supreme and inferior courts, shall hold 
their offices during good behuvior, and shall, at stated times, 
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receive for their services, a compeDsatioD, which shall not 
be dimini£;hed during their continuance in office. 

SECTION n. 

1. The judicial power shall extend to all cases, in law 
and equitj, arising under this' constitution, the laws of the 
United States, and treaties made, or which shall be made, 
under their authority ; — to all cases affecting ambassadors, 
other public ministers, and consuls ; — to all cases of admi- 
ralty and maritime jurisdiction ; — to controversies to which 
the United States shall be a party ; — to controversies be- 
tween two or more states ; — [* between a state and citi- 
zens of another state; — ] between citizens of different 
states, — between citizens of the same^tate claiming lands 
under grants of different states, and between a state, or the 
citizens thereof, and foreign states, citizens or subjects. 

2^ In all cases affecting ambassadors, other pubHc minis- 
ters and consuls, and those in which a state shall be a party, 
the supreme court shall have original jurisdiction. In all 
the other cases before mentioned, the supreme court shall 
have appellate jurisdiction, both as to law and fact, with 
such exceptions, and under such regulations as the congress 
shall make. 

3. The trial of all crimes, except in cases of impeach- 
ment, shall be by jury ; and such trials shall be held in the 
state where the said crimes shall have been committed ; but 
when not committed within any state, the trial shall be at 
such place or places as the congress may by law have 
directed.

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SECTION III. 

1. Treason against the United States, shall consist onlj 
in levying war against them, or in adhering to their ene- 
mies, giving them aid and comfort. No person shall be 
convicted of treason unless on the testim<Ni7 of two wit- 
nesses to the same overt act^ or on confession in open 
court. 

2. The congress shall have power to declare the punish- 
ment of treason, but no attainder of treason shall work 
corruption of blood, or forfeiture except during the life of 
the perscm attainted. 

ARTICLE IV. 

SECTION I. 

Full faith and credit shall be given in each state to the 
public acts, records, and judicial proceedings of every other 
state. And the congress may by general laws prescribe 
the manner in which such acts, records and proceedings 
shall be proved, and the effect thereof. 

SECTION II. 

1. The citizens of each state shall be entitled to all 
privileges and immunities of citizens in the several states. 

2. A person charged in any state with treason, felony, or 
other crime, who shall flee from justice, and be found in 
another state, shall on demand of the executive authority 
of the state from which he fled, be delivered up, to be re- 
moved to the state having jurisdiction of the crime, 

3. No person held to service or labor in one state, under 
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the laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, in conse- 
quence of any law or regulation therein, be discharged 
from such service or labor, but shall be delivered up on 
claim of the party to whom such service or labor may be 
due. 

SECTION in. 

1. New states may be admitted by the congress into this 
Union ; but no new state shall be formed or erected within 
the jurisdiction of any other state ; nor any state be formed 
by the junction of two or more states, or parts of states, 
without the consent of the legislatures of the states con- 
cerned as well as of the congress. 

2. The congress shall have power to dispose of and 
make all needful rules and regulations respecting the 
territory or other property belonging to the United States ; 
and nothing in this constitution shall be so construed as 
to prejudice any claims of the United States, or of any 
particular state. 

SECTION IT. 

The United States shall guarantee to every state in 
this Union a republican form of government, and shall 
protect each of them against invasion; and on applica- 
tion of the legislature, or of the executive (when the 
le^lature cannot be convened) against domestic violence* 

ARTICLE T. 

The congress, whenever two thirds of both houses shall^ 
deem it necessary, shall propose amendments to this con- 
stitution, or, on the application of the legislatures of two 
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thirds of the several states, shall call a convention for 
proposing amendments, which, in either case, shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes, as part of this constitution, 
when ratified by the legislatures of three fourths of the 
several states, or bj conventions in three fourths thereof, 
as the one or the other mode of ratification may be proposed 
by the congress ; provided that no amendment which may 
be made prior to the year one thousand eight hundred and 
eight shall in any manner affect the first and fourth clauses 
in the ninth section of the first article ; and that no state, 
without its consent, shall be deprived of its equal suffrage 
in the senate. 

ARTICLE VI. 

1. All debts contracted and engagements entered into, 
before the adoption of this constitution, shall be as valid 
against the United States under this constitution, as under 
the confederation. 

2. This constitution, and the laws of the United States 
which shall be made in pursuance thereof; and all treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under the authority of the 
United States, shall be the supreme law of the land ; and 
the judges in every state shall be bound thereby, any thing 
in the constitution or laws of any state to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

3. The senators and representatives before mentioned, 
and the members of the several state legislatures, and all 

•executive and judicial oflScers, both of the United States 
and of the several states, shall be bound by oath or affir- 
mation, to support this constitution ; but no religious test 
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sLall ever be required as a qualifieation to uny office or 
public trus*t under the United States. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The ratification of the conventions of nine states, shall 
be sufficient for the establisluneot -of this constitution be- 
tween the states so ratifying the same. 
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AMENDMENTS 

TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 



Abt. 1. Congress shall make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; 
or abridging the freedom of speech^ or of the press ; or the 
right of the people peaceably to assemble^ and to petition 
the government for a redress of grievances. 

Abt. 2. A weU regulated militia, being necessary to the 
security of a free state, the right of the people to keep and 
bear arms, shall not be infringed. 

Art. 3. No soldier shall, in time of peace be quar- 
tered in any house, without the consent of the owner, 
nor in time of war, but in a manner to be prescribed by 
law. 

Abt. 4. The right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers, and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not be violated, and no warrant 
shall issue, but upon probable cause, supported by oath or 
affirmation, and particularly describing the place to be 
searched, and the persons or things to be seized. 

Abt. 5. No person shall be held to answer for a capital, 
or otherwise infamous crime, unless on a presentment or 
indictment of a grand jury, except in cases arising in the 
land or naval forces, or in the militia, when in actual ser- 
vice in time of war or public danger ; nor shall any person

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be subject for ihe same offense to be twice put in jeopardy 
of life or limb ; nor shall be compelled in anj criminal case 
to be a witness against himself, nor be deprived of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process of law ; nor shall 
private property be taken for public use, without just com- 
pensation. 

Abt. 6. In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial, by an impar- 
tial jury off the state and district wherein the crime shall 
have been committed, which district shall have been pre- 
viously ascertained by law, and to be informed of the na- 
ture and cause of the accusation ; to be confronted with the 
witnesses against him ; to have compulsory process for ob- 
taining witnesses in his favor, and to have the assistance of 
counsel for his defense. ^ 

Art. 7. In suits at common law, where the value in 
controversy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial 
by jury shall be preserved, and no fact tried by a jury shall 
be otherwise re-examined in any court of the United States, 
than according to the rules of the common law. 

Abt. 8. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor ex- 
cessive fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishments . 
inflicted. 

Art. 9. The enumeration in the constitution, of certain 
rights, shall not be construed to deny or disparage others 
retained by the people. 

Art. 10. The powers not delegated to the United States 
by the constitution, nor prohibited by it to the states, are 
reserved to the states respectively, or to the people. 

Art. 11. The judicial power of the United States shall

not be construed to extend to any suit iit law or equity, 
commenced or prosecuted against one of the United States 
by citizens of another state, or by citizens or subjects of 
any foreign state. 

Abt. 1 2. The electors shall meet in their respective states, 
and vote by ballot for president and vice president, one of 
whom, at least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same state 
with themselves ; they shall name in their ballots the person 
voted for as president, and in distinct ballots the person 
voted for as vice president, and they shall make distinct 
lists of all persons voted for as president, and of all persons 
voted for as vice president, and of the number of votes for 
each, which list they shall sign and certify, and transmit 
sealed to the seat of the government of the United States, 
dirked to the president of the senate ; — the president of 
the senate shall, in the presence of the senate and house 
of representatives, open all the certificates and the votes 
shall then be counted ; — the person having the greatest 
number of votes for president, shall be the president, if 
such number be a majority of the whole number of electors 
appointed ; and if no person have such majority, then from 
the persons having the highest numbers not exceeding three 
on the list of those voted for as president, the house oT repre- 
sentatives shall choose immediately, by ballot, the president. 
But in choosing the president, the votes shall be taken by 
states, the representation from each state having one vote ; a 
quorum for this purpose shall consist of a member or mem- 
bers from two thirds of the states, and a majority of all the 
states shall be necessary to a choice. And if the house of 
representatives shall not choose a president whenever the 
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tight of cboioe shall devolve upon them, before the fourth 
day of March next following, then the vice president shall 
act as president, as in the case of the death or other consti- 
tutional disability of the president. The person having the 
greatest number of votes as vice president, shall be the vice 
president, if such number be a majority of the whole num- 
ber of electors appointed, and if no person have a majority, 
then from the two highest numbers on the list, the senate 
shall choose the vice president ; a quorum for the purpose 
shall consist of two thirds of the whole number of senators, 
■ and a majority of the whole number shall be necessary to a 
choice. But no person constitutionally ineligible to the 
office of president shall be eligible to that of vice president 
of the United States.

CONSTITUTION OF MAINE. 



We the people of Maine, in order to establish justice, 
insure tranquility, provide for our mutual defense, promote 
our commcm wel&re, and secure to ourselves and our pos- 
terity the blessings of liberty, acknowledging with grateful 
hearts the goodness of the Sovereign Ruler of the Universe 
in affording us an opportunity, so favorable to the design ; 
and, imploring his aid and direction in its accomplishment, 
do agree to form ourselves into a free and independent 
state, by the style and title of the State of Maine, and 
do ordain and establish the following constitution for the 
government of the same* 

ARTICLE I. 

DECLABATION OF RIGHTS. 

Section 1. All men are bom equally iVee and inde- 
pendent, and have certain natural^ inherent and unalien- 
able rights, among which are those of enjoying and 
defending life and liberty, acquiring, possessing and pro- 
tecting property, and of pursuing and obtaining safety and 
happiness. 

Sec. 2. All power is inherent in the people; all free 
gOTemments are founded in their authority and instituted 
for their benefit ; they have therefore an unalienable and 
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indefeasible right to institute government, and to alter, re- 
form, or totally change the same, when their safety and 
happiness require it 

Sec. 3. All men have a natural and unalienable right 
to worship Almighty God according to the dictates of 
their own consciences, and no one shall be hurt, mo- 
lested or restrained in his person, liberty or estate for 
worshiping Grod in the manner and season most agreeable 
to the dictates of his own conscience, nor for his 
religious professions or sentiments, provided he does not 
disturb the public peace, nor obstruct others in their 
religious worship ; — and all persons demeaning themselves 
peaceably, as good members of tlie state, shall be equally 
under the protection of the laws, and no subordination 
nor preference of any one sect or denomination to another 
shall ever be established by law, not shall any religious 
test be required as a qualification for any office or trust, 
under this state ; and all religious societies in this state, 
whether incorporate or unincorporate, shall at all times 
have the exclusive right of electing their public teachers 
and contracting with them for their support and mainte- 
nance. 

Se€. 4. Every citizen may freely speat, write and 
publish his sentiments on any subject, being responsible 
for the abuse of this liberty ; no laws shall be passed 
regulating or restraining the freedom of the press ; and in 
prosecutions for any publication respecting the official 
conduct of men in public capacity, or the qualifications 
of those who are candidates for the suffi'ages of the peo- 
ple, or where the matter published is proper for public 
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information, the truth thereof may be given in evidence, 
and in all indictments for libels, the jury, after having 
received the direction of the court, shall have a right to 
determine, at their discretion, the law and the fact. 

Sec. 5. The people shall be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and possessions from all unreasonable 
searches and seizures ; and no warrant to search any place, 
or seize any person or thing, shall issue without a special 
designation of the place to be searched, and the person or 
thing to be seized, nor without probable cause — supported 
by oath or affirmation. 

S£C. 6; In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall 
have a right to be heard by himself and his counsel, or 
either, at his election ; 

To demand the nature and cause of the accusation, and 
have a copy thereof; 

To be confronted by the witnesses against him ; 

To have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in 
Ins favor; 

To have a speedy, public and impartial trial, and, except 
in trials by martial law or impeachment, by a jury of tho 
vicinity. He shall not be compelled to furnish or give 
evidence against himself, nor be deprived of his life, liberty, 
property or privileges, but by judgment of his peers or the 
law of the land. 

Sec 7. No person shall be held to answer for a capital 
or infamous crime, unless on a presentment or indictment 
of a grand jury, except in cases of impeachment, or in 
such cases of offenses, as are usually cognizable by a justice 
of the peace, or in cases arising in the army or navy, or in 
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the militia when in actual service in time of war or public 
danger. The legislature shall provide bj law a suitable 
and impartial mode of selecting juries, and their usual 
number and unanimity, in indictments and convictions, 
shall be held indispensable. 

Sec. 8. No person, for the same offense, shall be twice 
put in jeopardy of life or limb. 

Sec. 9. Sanguinary laws shall not be passed ; all pen- 
alties and punishments shall be proportioned to the 
offense : excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor cruel nor unusual punishments inflicted. 

Sec. 10. [* All persons, before conviction, shall be 
bailable, except for capital offenses, where the proof is evi- 
dent or the presumption great] And the privilege of the 
writ of habeas corpus shall not be sus^nded, unless when 
in cases of rebellion or invasion the public safety may re- 
quire it. 

Sec. 11. The legislature shall pass no bill of attainder, 
ex post facto law, or law impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts, and no attainder shall work corruption of blood nor 
forfeiture of estate. 

Sec. 12. Treason against the state shall consist only in 
levying war against it, adhering to its enemies, giving them 
aid and comfort. No person shall be convicted of treason 
unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the same overt 
act, or confession in open court. 

Sec. 13. The laws shall not be suspended but by the 
legislature or its authority.

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Sec. 14. No person shall be subject to corporal panisb- 
ment under military law, except such as are employed in 
the army or navy, or in the militia when in actual service 
in time of war or public danger. 

Sec. 15. The people have a right at all times in an 
orderly and peaceable manner to assemble to consult upon 
the common good, to give instructions to their representa- 
tives, and to request, of either department of the govern- 
ment by petition or remonstrance, redress of their wrongs 
and grievances. 

Sec. 16. Every citizen has a right to keep and bear 
arms for the common defense ; and this right shall never 
be questioned. 

Sec. 17. No standing army shall be kept up in time of 
peace without the consent of the legislature, and the mili- 
tary shall, in all cases, and at all times, be in strict subordina- 
tion to the civil power. 

Sec. 18. No soldier shall in time of peace be quartered 
in any house without the consent of the owner or occupant, 
nor in time of war, but in a manner to be prescribed by 
law. 

Sec. 19. Every person, for an injury done him in his 
person, reputation, property or immunities, shall have 
remedy by due course of law ; and right and justice shall 
be administered freely and withQut sale, completely, and 
without denial, promptly and without delay. 

Sec. 20. In all civil suits, and in all controversies 
concerning property, the parties shall have a right to a 
trial by jury, except in cases where it has heretofore been 
otherwise practiced : the party claiming the right may 
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be heard by himself and his counsel, or either, at his 
election. 

Sec. 21. Private property shall not be taken for public 
uses without just compensation; nor unless the public 
exigencies require it. 

Sec. 22. No tax or duty shall be imposed without the 
. consent of the people or of their representatives in the 
legislature. 

Sec. 23. No title of nobility or hereditary distinction, 
privilege, honor or emolument, shall ever be granted or 
confirmed, nor shall any office be created, the appointment 
to which shall be for a longer time than during good behavior. 

Sec. 24. The enumeration of certain rights shall not iob- 
pair nor deny others retained by the people. 

ARTICLE II. 

electors. 

Sec. 1. Every male citizen of the United States of 
the age of twenty one years and upwards, excepting pau- 
pers, persons under guardianship, and Indians not taxed, 
having his residence established in this state for the 
term of three months next preceding any election, shall 
be an elector for governor, senators and representatives, 
in the town or plantation where his residence is so estab- 
lished; and the election shall be by written ballot. But 
persons in the military, naval or marine service of the 
United States, or this state, shall not be considered as 
having obtained such established residence by being sta- 
tioned in any garrison, barrack or military place, in any 
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town or plantation ; nor shall the residence of a student at 
any seminary of learning entitle him to the right of suffrage 
in the town or plantation where such seminary is established. 

S£C. 2. Electors shall, in all cases, except treason, felony 
or breach of the peace, be privileged from arrest on the 
days of election, during their attendance at, going to, and 
returning therefrom. 

Sec. 3. No elector shall be obliged to do duty in the 
militia on any day of election, except in time of war or 
public danger. 

Sec. 4. The election of governor, senators and repre- 
sentatives, shall be on the second Monday of September 
annually forever. 

ARTICLE III. 

DISTRIBUTION OP POWERS. 

Sec. 1. The powers of this government shall be divided 
ifito three distinct departments, the legislative, exectiHve and 
judicial. 

Sec. 2. No person or persons, belonging to one of these 
departments, shall exercise any of the powers properly 
belonging to either of the others, except in the cases here- 
in expressly directed or permitted. 

ARTICLE IV. -Part First. 

LEGISLATIVE POWER HOUSE OP REPRESENTATIVES. 

Sec. 1. The legislative power shall be vested in two 
distinct branches, a house of representatives, and a senate, 
each to have a negative on the other, and both to be styled 
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the LegtdcUure of Maine, and the style of tbeir acts and 
laws, shall be, "^ it enacted hy the senate and house of rep- 
resentatives in legislature assembled" 

Sec. 2. The house of representatives shall consist of 
[* not less than one hundred nor more than two hundred] 
members, to be elected by the qualified elector^ for one 
year from the day next preceding the annual meeting of 
the legislature. The legislature, which shall first be con- 
vened under this constitution, shall, on or before the 
fifteenth day of August in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty one, and the legisla- 
ture, within every subsequent period of at most ten years 
and at least five, cause the number of the inhabitants of 
the state to be ascertained, exclusive of foreigners not 
naturalized, and Indians not taxed. The number of 
representatives shall, at the several periods of making 
such enumeration, be fixed and apportioned among the 
several counties, as near as may be, according to the 
number of inhabitants, having regard to the relative in- 
crease of population. The number of representatives 
shall, on said first apportionment, be not less than one 
hundred nor more than one hundred and fifty; [*and, 
whenever the number of representatives shall be two 
hundred, at the next annual meetings of elections, which 
shall thereafter be had, and at every subsequent period 
of ten years, the people shall give in their votes, whether 
the number of representatives shall be increased or di- 
minished, and if a majority of votes are in favor thereof,

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it shall be the duty of the next legislature thereafter to 
increase or diminish the number by the rule hereinafter 
prescribed.] 

S£0. 3. Each town having fifteen hundred inhabitants 
may elect one representative ; each town having three 
thousand seven hundred and fifty may elect two; each 
town having six thousand seven hundred and fifty may 
elect three ; each town having ten thousand five hundred 
may elect four; each town having fifteen thousand may 
elect five ; each town having twenty thousand two hun- 
dred and fifty may elect six; each town having twenty 
six thousand two hundred and fifty inhabitants may elect 
seven; but no town shall ever be entitled to more than 
seven representatives : and towns and plantations duly 
organized, not having fifteen hundred inhabitants, shall be 
classed, as conveniently as may be, into districts containing 
that number, and so^as not to divide towns ; and each such 
district may elect one representative; and, when on this 
apportionment the number of representatives shall be two 
hundred, a different apportionment shall take place upon 
the above principle ; and, in case the fifteen hundred shall 
be too large or too small to apportion all the representatives 
to any county, it shall be so increased or diminished as to 
give the number of representatives according to the above, 
rule and proportion; and whenever any town or towns, 
plantation or plantations not entitled to elect a representative 
shall determine against a classification with any other town 
or plantation, the legislature may, at each apportionment of 
representatives, on the application of such town or planta- 
tion, authorize it to elect a representative for such portion 
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of time and such periods, as shall be equal to its portion of 
representation ; and the right of representation, so estab* 
lished, shall not be altered until the next general apportion- 
ment. 

Sko. 4. No person shall be a member of the house of 
representatives, unless he shall, at the commencement of 
the period for which he is elected, have been five years a 
citizen of the United States, have arrived at the age of 
twenty one years, have been a resident in this state one 
year, or from" the adoption of this constitution ; and for the 
three months next preceding the time of his election shall 
have been, and, during the period for which he is elected, 
shall continue to be a resident in the town or district which 
he represents. 

Sec. 5. The meetings for the choice of representa- 
tives shall be warned in due course of law by the select' 
men of the several towns seven days at least before the 
election, and the selectmen thereof shall preside impar- 
tially at such meetings, receive the votes of all the quali- 
fied electors present, sort, count and declare them in 
open town meeting, and in the presence of the town 
deric, who shall form a list of the persons voted for, with 
the number of votes for each person against his name, 
shall make a fair record thereof in the presence of the 
selectmen, and in open town meeting; and a fair copy 
of this list shall be attested by the selectmen and town 
clerk, and delivered by said selectmen t5 each representa- 
tive within ten days next after such election. And the 
towns and plantations organized by law, belonging to 
any class herein provided, shall hold their meetings at 
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the same time in the respective towns and plantations ; and 
the town and plantation meetings in such towns and planta- 
tions shall be notified, held and regulated, the votes received, 
sorted, counted and declared in the same manner. And 
the assessors and clerks of plantations shall have all the 
powers, and be subject to all the duties, which selectmen 
*and town clerks have, and are subject to by this constitution. 
And the selectmen of such towns, and the assessors of such 
plantations, so classed, shall, within four days next after 
such meeting, meet at some place, to be prescribed and 
notified by the selectmen or assessors of the eldest town, or 
plantation, in such class, and the copies of said lists shall be 
then examined and compared; and in case any person 
shall be elected by [* a majority of all the] votes, the 
selectmen or assessors shall deliver the certified copies of 
such lists to the person so elected, within ten days next 
after such flection ; and the clerks of towns and plantations 
respectively shall seal up copies of all such lists and cause 
them to be delivered into the secretary's office twenty days 
at least before the first Wednesday in Januaiy an* 
nually ; but in case no person shall have [* a majority] of 
votes, the selectmen and assessors shall, as soon as may 
be, notify another meeting, and the same* proceedings 
shall be had at every future meeting until an election 
shall have been effected: provided, that the legislature 
may by law prescribe a different mode of returning, ex- 
amining and ascertaining the election of the representatives 
in such classes.

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Sec. 6. WheneTer the seat of a member shall be vacant 
bj death, resignation, or otherwise the yacancj maj be 
filled by a new election. 

Sec. 7. The house of representatives shall choose their 
speaker, clerk and other officers. 

Sec. 8. The house of representatives shall have the sole 
power of impeachment 

ARTICLE lY — Part SicoND. 
senate. 

Sec. 1. The senate shall consist of not less than twenty, 
nor more than thirty one members, elected at the same 
time, and for the same term, as the representatives, by the 
qualified electors of the districts, into which the state shall 
from time to time be divided. 

Sec. 2. The legislature, which shall be first convened 
under this constitution, shall, on or before the fifteenth 
day of August in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and twenty one, and the legislature at every 
subsequent period of ten years, cause the state to be 
divided into districts for the choice of senators. The 
districts shall conform, as near as may be, to county 
lines, and be apportioned according to the number of inhab* 
itants. The number of senators shall not exceed twenty 
at the first apportionment, and shall at each apportionment 
be increased, until they shall amount to thirty one, ac- 
cording to the increase in the house of representatives. 

Sec. 3. The meetings for the election of senators 
shall be notified, held and regulated, and the VQtes re* 
4 
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ceived, sorted, coanted, declared and recorded, ia the 
same manner as those for representatives. And fair' 
copies of the list of votes shall be attested by the select- 
men and town clerks of towns, and the assessors and 
clerks of plantations, and sealed up in open town and 
plantation meetings; and the town and plantation clerks 
respectively shall cause the same to be delivered into 
the secretary's office thirty days at least before the first 
Wednesday of January, All other qualified electors, 
living in places unincorporated, who shall be assessed to 
the support of the government by the assessors of an 
a4jacent town, shall have the privilegid of voting for sen- 
ators, representatives and governor in such town ; and 
shall be notified by the selectmen thereof for that purpose 
accordingly. 

Sec. 4. The governor and council shall, as soon as may 
be, examine the returned copies of such lists, and, twenty 
days before the said first Wednesday of January, issue a 
summons to such persons, as shall appear to be elected by 
a majority of the votes in each district, to attend that day 
ajud take their seats* 

Sec. 5. The senate shall, on the said first Wednesday 
of January, annually, determine who are elected by a ma- 
jority of votes to be senators in each district; and in 
case the full number of senators to be elected from each 
district shall not have been so elected, the members of 
tl^e house of representatives and such senators, as shall 
have been electe(), shall, from the highest numbers of the 
persons voted for, on said lists, equal to twice the number 
of senators 4^ficient, ift ^yery district, if there be sp many 
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Voted for, elect by joint ballot the number of senators 
I'equired ; and in this manner all vacancies in xhe senate 
shall be supplied as soon as may be, after such yacancies 
bappen. 

Sec. 6. The senators shall be twenty five years of age 
at the commencement of the term, for which they are 
elected, and in all other respects their qualifications shall be 
the same, as those of the representatives. 

Sec. 7. The senate shall have full power to try all im- 
peachments, and when sitting for that purpose shall be on 
oath or affirmation, and no person shall be convicted with- 
out the concurrence of two thirds of the members present 
Their judgment, however, shall not extend farther than to 
removal from office, and disqualification to hold or enjoy 
any office of honor, trust or profit under this state. But 
the parly, whether convicted or acquitted, shall nevertheless 
be liable to indictment, trial, judgment and punishment 
according to law. 

Sec. 8. The senate shall choose their president, secretary 
and other officers. 

ARTICIE IV. — Part Third. 

LEGISLATIVE POWER. 

Sec. 1. The legislature shall convene on the first Wedneflt- 
day of January -annually, and shall have full power to 
make and establish all reasonable law^ and regulations foir 
the defense and benefit of the people of this state, not re- 
pugnant to this constitution, nor to that of the United States. 

Seo. 2. Every bill or resolution, having the force of 
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law, to which the concarrence of both houses may be 
necessary, except on a question of adjoamment, which 
shall have passed both houses, shall be presented to the 
governor, and if he approve, he shall sign it ; if not, he 
shall return it with his objections to the house, in which 
it shall have originated, which shall enter the objections 
at large on its journals, and proceed to reconsider it If 
afUr such reconsideration, two thirds of that house shall 
agree to pass it, it shall be sent together with the objec- 
tions, to the other house, by which it shall be reconsid- 
ered, and, if approved by two thirds of that house, it 
shall have the same effect, as if it had been signed by the 
governor : but in all such cases, the votes of both houses 
shidl be taken by yeas and nays, and the names of the 
persons, voting for and against the bill or resolution, shall 
be entered on the journals of both houses respectively. 
If the bill or resolution shall not be returned by the gov- 
ernor within five days (Sundays excepted) after it shall 
have been presented to him, it shall have the same force 
and effect, as if he had signed it, unless the legislature by 
their adjournment prevent its return, in which case it shall 
have such force and effect, unless . returned within three 
days after their next meeting. 

Sec. 3, Each house shall be the judge of the elections 
and qualifications of its own members, and a majority shaU 
constitute a quorum to do business; but a smaller number 
may adjourn from day to day, and may compel the attend- 
ance of absent members, in such manner and under such 
penalties as each house shall provide. 

Sec. 4 Each house may determine the rules of its pxo- 
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ceedingSy punish Us mombeiB liar disovtofly bebatiory and, 
with the concurrence of two thirds, expel a member^ bat 
not a second time for the same cause. 

Sbc. 5. Each honse shall ke^ a journal, and from time 
to time publish its proceedings^ except such parts as in 
their judgment may require secrecy ; and the yea» and nays 
of the members of either house on any question, shall, at 
the desire of one fifth of those present^ be entered on the 
journals. 

Sec. 6. Each house, during its session, may punish by 
imprisonment, any person not a member, for disrespe^ul 
■or disoirderly beha?ior in its piesence, for obstructing any 
of lis proceedings, threatening, assaulting or abuang any 
<oi its members for any thing said, done, or doing in either 
•house : provided^ that no imprisonment shall extend beyoiid 
the pmod of the same session. 

Sec. 7. The senates and representatives shall receive 
such compensation, as shall be established by law ; but no 
law increasing their compensation shall take e£Sect during 
the existence of the legislature, which enacted it. The ex^ 
penses of the .members of the house of repiesentatiyes in 
travehng to the fe^lature, and reiurmng therefrom) once 
in each session and no more, shall be paid by the^ s^te o^t 
of the public treasury to every niemb^r, who shall seasona- 
bly a^nd, in the judgment of the house, and do$s tkot de* 
.part therefiwa without leave. 

&BO.' 8. The senators, imd rep9eeaiUetives shaH, in all 

cases e»)ept treason, felony or Inrfkaoh of the^peaoe^bo 

privileged from arrest during their attendance at, going to, 

and returning from each session of the legislature, and 

4» 
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no member shall be liable to answer for anj thing spoken 
in debate in either house, in any court or place else- 
where. 

Sec. 9. Bills, orders or resolntions, may originate in 
either honse, and may be altered^ amended or rejected in 
the other ; but all bilb for raising a revenue shall originate 
in the house of representatives, but the senate may propose 
amendments as in other cases : provided^ that they shall 
not, under color of amendment introduce any new matter, 
which does not relate to raising a revenue. 

Sec. 10. No senator or representative shall, during 
the term for which he shall have been elected, be ap- 
pointed to any civil office of profit under this state, which 
shall have been created, or the emoluments of which 
increased during such term, except such offices as may 
be filled by elections by the people : provided that this 
prohibition shall not extend to the members of the first 
' legislature. 

Sec. 11. No member of congress, nor person holding 
any office under the United States (post officers excepted) 
nor office of profit under this state, justices of the peace, 
notaries public, coroners and officers. of the militia ex- 
cepted, shall have a seat in either house daring his being 
such member of congress, or his continuing in such 



Sec. 12. Neither house shall during the session, without 
the consent of the other, adjourn for more than two days, 
nor to any other place than that in whidi the houses slnll 
be sitting, 
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ARTICLE V — PartFiest. 

EXEGUTlYE POWBB. 

Sec. 1. The supreme ezecatiye power of this state shall 
be vested in a goyemor. 

Seo. 2. The goyemor shaU be elected hj the qualified 
electors, and shall hold his office (me jear from the first 
Wednesdaj of Januaiy in each jear. 

Sec. 3. The meetings for election of governor shall be 
notified, held and regulated, and votes shall be received, 
sorted, counted, declared and recorded, in the same 
manner as those for senators and representatives. They 
shall be sealed and returned into the secretary's office 
in the same manner, and at the same time, as those for 
senators. And the secretary of state for the time being, 
shall, on the first Wednesday of January, then next, lay 
the lists before the senate and house of representatives to 
be by them examined, and, in case of a choice by a majori- 
ty of all the votes returned, they shall declare and publish 
the same. But, if no person shall have a majority of 
votes, the house of representatives shall, by ballot, fix>m 
the persons having the four highest numbers of votes 
on the lists, if so many there be, elect two persons, and 
make return of their names to the senate, of whom the 
senate shall, by ballot, elect one, who shall be declared the 
governor. 

Sec. 4 The governor shall, at the commencement of his 
term, be not less than thirty years <^ age ; a natural bom 
citizen of the United States, have been five years, or from 
the adoption of. thb constitution, a resident of the state ; 
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and at the time of his election and daring the term for 
which he is elected, be a resident of said state. 

Sec. 5. No person holding any office or place under the 
United States, this Btace, or any other power, shall exercise 
the office of governor. 

Sec. 6. The. governor shall, at stated times, receive for 
his services a compensation, which shall not be increased or 
diminished daring his continuance in office. 

Sec. 7. He shall be commander in chief of the army 
and navy of the state, and of the militia, except when 
called into the actual service of the United States ; but he 
shall not march nor convey any of the citizens out of the 
state without their consent or that of the legislature, unless 
it shall become necessary, in order to march or transport 
them from one part of the state to another for the defense 
thereof. 

Sec. 8. He shall nominate, and, with the advice and 
consent of the council, appoint all judicial officers, the attor* 
ney general, the sherifl^, coroners, registers of probate, and 
notaries public ; and he shall also nominate^ and with the 
advice and consent of the council appoint all other civil and 
military officers, whose appointment is not by this constitu- 
.tion, or shall not bylaw be .olberwiie provided for;, mi 
every 9mb, nonuni^tioDshfill be made Mven days, at leapl, 
prior to such appointment 

Sec. 9. He shall ircm time to time give the tegi^latare 
informatiaQ of the condition of the state, a«d recommend 
to their oonaideration such meaaures, as he m^j judge, eacr 
pedient 

Sec. 10. He may require ixiformation from any mili* 
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tary officer, or any officer in the executive department^ 
upon any subject relating to the duties of their respective 
offices. 

Sec. 11. He shall have power, with the advice and con- 
sent of the council, to remit, after conviction, all forfeitures 
and penalties, and to grant reprieves and pardons, except 
in cases of impeachment. 

Sec. 12. He shall take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed. 

Sec. 13. He may, on extraordinary occasions, con- 
vene the legislature ; and in case of disagreement between 
the two houses with respect to the time of adjournment, 
adjourn them to such time, as he shall think proper, not 
beyond the day of the next annual meeting ; and ifj since 
the last adjournment, the place where the legislature 
were next to convene shall have become dangerous from 
an enemy or contagious sickness, may direct the session 
to be held at some other conveoient place within the 
state. 

Sec. 14. Whenever the office of governor shall become 
vacant by death, resignation, removal from office or other- 
wise, the president of the senate shall exercise the office 
of governor until another governor shall be duly qualified ; 
and in case of the death, resignation, removal from office 
or other disqualification of the president of the senate, so 
exercising the office of governor, the speaker of the house 
of representatives shall exercise the office, until a president 
of the senate shall have been chosen ; and when the office 
of governor, president of the senate, and speaker of the 
house shall become vacant, in the recess of the senate, the 
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person, acting as secretary of state for the time beia^, shall 
bj proclamation convene the senate, that a president maj 
be chosen to exercise the office of governor. And whenever 
either the president of the senate, or speaker of the house 
shall so exercise said office, he shall receive only the com* 
pensation of governor, but his duties as president or speaker 
shall be suspended ; and the senate or house, shall fill the 
Vacancy, until his duties as governor shall cease. 

ARTICLE V — Part Second. 

COUNCIL. 

Sec. 1. There shall be a council, to consist of seven 
persons, citizens of the United States, and residents of this 
state, to advise the governor in the executive part <^ gov* 
emment, whom the governor shall have fall power, at his 
discretion, to assemble ; and he with the councilors, or • 
majority of them may from time to time, hold and keep a 
council, for ordering and directing the affairs of state accord* 
ing to law. 

Sec. 2. The councilors shall be chosen annually, on the 
first Wednesday of January, by joint ballot of the senators 
and representatives in convention; and vacancies, which 
shall afterwards happen, shall be filled in the same manner ; 
but not more than one councilor shall be elected from any 
district, prescribed for the election of senators ; and they 
shall be privileged from arrest in the same manner as sena- 
tors and representatives. 

Sec. 8. The resolutions and advice of council shall be 
recorded in a register, and signed by the members agreeing 
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thereto, which may be called for by either house of the 
legislature ; and any coancilor may enter his dissent to the 
resolution of the majority. 

Sec. 4^ No member of congress, or of the legislature of 
this state, nor any person holding any office under the 
United States, (post officers excepted) nor any civil officers 
under this state, (justices of the peace and notaries public 
excepted) shall be eouncilors* .And no councilor shall be 
appointed to any office during the time for which he shall 
have been elected. 

ARTICLE V — Part Third. 

SECRETARY. 

Sec. 1. The secretary of state shall be chosen annually 
at the first session of the legislature, by joint ballot of the 
senators and representatives in convention. 

Sec. 2. The records of the state shall be kept in the 
office of the secretary, who may appoint his deputies, for 
whose conduct he shall be accountable. 

Sec. 3. He shall attend the governor and council, senate 
and house of representatives, in person or by his deputies 
as they shall respectively require. 

Sec. 4. He shall carefully keep and preserve the records 
of all the official acts and proceedings of the governor and 
council, senate and house of representatives, and, when re- 
quired, lay the same before either branch of the legislature, 
and perform such other duties as are enjoined by this con- 
Btitntion, or shall be required by kw. 
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ARTICLE V — Part Foubth. 

TREASUBES. 

Sec. 1. The treasurer shall be chosen annually, at the 
first session of the legislature, by joint ballot of the senators, 
and representatives in convention, but shall not be eligible 
more than five years successively. * 

Sec. 2. The treasurer shall, before entering on the 
duties of his office, give bond to the state with sureties, to 
the satisfaction of the legislature, for the faithM discharge 
of his trust 

Sec. 3. The treasurer shall not, during his continuance in 
office, engage in any business of trade or commerce, or as a 
broker, nor as an agent or factor for any merchant or trader. 

Sec. 4. No money shall be drawn from the treasury, 
but by warrant from the governor and council, and in con- 
sequence of appropriations made by law ; and a regular 
statement and account of the receipts and expenditures of 
all public money, shall be published at the commencement 
of the annual session of the legislature. 

ARTICLE VI. 

JUDICIAL POWER. 

Sec. 1. The judicial power of this state shall be vested 
in a supreme judicial courts and such other courts as the 
legislature shall from time to time establish. 

Sec. 2. The justices of the supreme judicial court shall, 
at stated times receive a compensation, which shall not be 
diminished during their continuance in office, but they shall 
receive no other fee or reward. 
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Sec. 3. Thej shall be obliged to give their opiniona 
upon important questions of law, and upon solemn oocasions* 
when required by the gOYemor, council, senate or house of 
representatives. 

Sec. 4. [*A11 judicial officers, except justices of the 
peace, shall hold their offices during good behavior, but not 
beyond the age of seventy years.] 

Sec. 5. Justices of the peace and notaries public, shali 
hold their offices during seven years, if they so long behave 
themselves well, at the expiration of which term, they may 
be reappointed or others appointed, as the public interest 
may require. 

Seo. 6. The justices of the supreme judicial court shall 
hold no office under the United States, nor any state, nor 
any other office under this state, except that of justice of the 
peace* 

ARTICLE VII. 

MILITARY. 

Sec. !• The captains and subalterns of the militia shall 
be elected by the written votes of the members of their 
respective companies. The field officers of regiments by 
the written votes of the captains and subalterns of their 
respective regiments. The brigadier generals in like' man- 
ner, by the field officers of their respective brigades. 

Ssc. 2. The legislature shall, by law, direct the manner 
of notifying the electors, conducting the elections, and mak- 
ing returns to the governor of the officers elected ; and, if

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t)ie electors shall neglect or refuse to make such elections^ 
afler being duly notified according to law, the governor 
shall appoint suitable persons to fill such offices. 
. Sec. 3. The major generak shall be elected by the sen- 
i^te and house of representatives, each haying a negative on 
the other. The adjutant general and quarter-master general 
shall be appointed by the governor and council; but the 
adjutant general shall perform the duties of quarter-master 
general, until otherwise directed by law. The major 
generals and brigadier generals, and the commanding 
officers of regiments and battalions shall appoint their 
respective sta£f officers; and all military officers shall be 
commissioned by the governor* 

Sec. 4. The militia, as divided into divisions, brigadesi 
regiments, battalions and companies pursuant to the laws 
now in force, shall remain so organized, until the same shall 
be altered by the legislature. 

Sec. 5. Persons of the denominations of quakers and 
shakers, justices of the supreme judicial court and ministers 
of the gospel may be exempted from military duty, but no 
other person of the age of eighteen and under the age of 
forty Qve years, excepting officers of the militia, who have 
been honorably discharged, shall be so exempted, unless he 
shall pay an equivalent to be fixed by law. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

UTERATVBB. 

A general diffusion of the advantages of education being 
ciwntial to the preserva^n of the rights and liberties of 
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the people ; to promote this important object, the legislature 
are authorized, and it shall be their duty to require, the 
several towns to make suitable provision, at their own 
expense, for the support and maintenance of public schools ; 
and it shall further be their duty to encourage and suitably 
endow, from time to time, as the circumstances of the people 
may authorize, all academies, colleges and seminaries of 
learning within the state : provided, that no donation, grant 
or endowment shall at any time be made by the legislature 
to any literary institution now established, or which may 
hereafter be established, unless, at the time of making such 
endowment, the le^slature of the state shall have the right 
to grant any further powers to, alter, limit or restrain any 
of the powers vested in, any such literary institution, as 
shall be judged necessary to promote the best interests 
thereof. 

ARTICLE IX. 

GENERAL PROVISIONS. 

Sec. 1. Every person elected or appointed to either of 
the places or oflSces provided in this constitution, and every 
person elected, appointed, or commissioned to any judicial, 
executive, military or other office under this state, shall, 
before he enter on the discharge of the duties of his place 
or office, take and subscribe the following oath or affirma- 
tion : " I do swear, that I will support 
the constitution of the United States and of this state, so 
long as I shall continue a citizen thereof. So help me God." 
• **I do swear, that I will faithfully 
discharge, to ihe best of my abilities, the duties incttmbent 
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on me as according to the constitution and 

tbe laws of the state. So help me God." Provided, that 
an affirmation in the ahove forms may be substituted, when 
the person shall be conscientiously scrupulous of taking and 
subscribing an oath. 

The oaths or affirmations shall be taken and subscribed 
by the governor and councilors before the presiding officer 
of the senate, in the presence of both houses of the legisla- 
ture, and by the senators and representatives before the 
governor and council, and by the residue of said officers 
before such persons as shall be prescribed by the legislature ; 
and whenever the governor or any councilor shall not be 
able to attend during the session of the legislature to take 
and subscribe said oaths or affirmations, such oaths or affir- 
mations may be taken and subscribed in the recess of the 
legislature before any justice of the supreme judicial court : 
provided, that the senators and representatives, first elected 
under this constitution, shall take and subscribe such oaths 
or affirmations before the president of the convention. 

Sec. 2. No person holding the office of justice of the 
supreme judicial court, or of any inferior court, attorney 
general, county attorney, treasurer of the state, adjutant 
general, judge of probate, register of probate, register of 
deeds, sherififs or their deputies, clerks of the judicial 
courts, shall be a member of the legislature; and any 
person holding either of the foregoing offices, elected to, and 
accepting a seat in the congress of the United States, shall 
thereby vacate said office ; and no person shall be capable 
of holding or exercising at the same time within this state, 
more than one of the offices before mentioned. 
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Sec. 3. All commissions sliall be in the name of the 
state, signed by the governor, attested by the secretary or 
his deputy, and have the seal of the state thereto affixed. 

Sec. 4. And in case the elections, required by this con- 
stitution on the first Wednesday of January annually, by 
the two houses of the legislature, shall not be completed on 
that day, the same may be adjourned from day to day, until 
completed, in the following order: the vacancies in the 
senate shall first be filled; the governor shall then be 
elected, if there be no choice by the people ; and afterwards 
the two houses shall elect the council. 

Sec. 5. Every person holding any civil office under 
this state, may be removed by impeachment, for misde- 
meanor in office ; and every person holding any office, may 
be removed by the governor, with the advice of the council^ 
on the address of both branches of the legislature. But 
before such address shall pass either house, the causes of 
removal shall be stated and entered on the journal of the 
house in which it originated, and a copy thereof served on 
the person in office, that he may be admitted to a hearing 
in his defense. 

Sec. 6. The tenure of all offices, which are not or shall 
not be otherwise provided for, shall be during the pleasure 
of the governor and council. 

Sec. 7. While the public expenses shall be assessed on 
polls and estates, a general valuation shall be taken at least 
once in ten years. ^ 

Sec. 8. All taxes upon real estate, assessed by authority 
of this state, shall be apportioned and assessed equally, ac* 
cording to the just value thereof.

ARTICLE X. 

SCHEDULE. 

Sec. 1. The first legislature shall meet on the last Wednes- 
day in May next. The elections on the second Monday in 
September annually shall not commence mitil tl^e year one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty one, and in the mean 
time the election for governor, senators and representatives 
shall be on the first Monday in April, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and twenty, and at this 
election the same proceedings shall be had as are required 
at the elections, provided for in this constitution on the 
second Monday in September annually, and the lists of the 
votes for the governor and senators shall be transmitted, by 
the town and plantation clerks respectively, to the secretary 
of state pro temporey seventeen days at least before the last 
Wednesday in May next, and the president of the conven* 
tion shall, in presence of the secretary of state pro tempore^ 
open and examine the attested copies of said lists so returned 
for senators, and shall have all the powers, and be subject 
to all the duties, \h ascertaining, notifying, and summoning 
the senators, who appear to be elected, as the governor and 
council have, and are subject to, by this constitution ; pro- . 
mdedy he shall notify said senators fourteen days at least 
before the last Wednesday in May, and vacancies shall be 
ascertained and filled in the manner herein provided : and 
the senators to be elected on the said first Monday of April, 
shall be apportioned as follows : 

The county of York shall elect three. 

The county of Cumberland shall elect three. 
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The county of Lincoln shall elect three. 

The county of Hancock shall elect two. 

The county of Washington shall elect one. 

The county of Kennebec shall el^ct three. 

The county of Oxford shall elect two. 

The county of Somerset shall elect two. 

The county of Penobscot shall elect one. 

And the members of the house of representatives shall be 
elected, ascertained, and returned in the same manner as 
herein provided at elections on the second Monday of Sep< 
tember, and the first house of representatives shall consist 
of the following number, to be elected as follows : 

County of York. The towns of York and Wells may 
each elect two representatives ; and each of the remaining 
towns may elect one. 

County of Cumberland, The town of Portland may 
elect three representatives ; North Yarmouth, two ; Bruns- 
wick, two; Gorham, two; Freeport and Pownal, two; 
Eaymond and Otisfield, one ; Bridgton, Baldwin and Har- 
rison, one ; Poland and Danville, one ; and each remaining 
town one. 

County of JAncoln. The towns of Georgetown and 
Phipsburg, may elect one representative; Lewiston and 
Wales, one; St. George, Gushing and Friendship, one; 
Hope and Appleton Bidge, one ; Jefferson, Putnam and 
Patricktown plantation, one; Alna and Whitefield, one; 
Montville, Palermo and Montville plantation, one ; Wool- 
wich and Dresden, one ; and each remaining town one. 

County of Hancock, The town of Bucksport may elect 
one representative ; Deer Island, one ; Castine and Brooks- 
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ville, one ; Orland and Penobscot, one ; Mt Desert and 
Eden, one ; Vinalhaven and Islesborougb, one ; Sedgwick 
and Blaehill, one ; Gouldsborough, Sallivan and plantar 
tions No. 8 and 9 north of Sullivan, one ; Surry, Ells- 
worth, Trenton and plantation of Mariaville, one; Lin- 
colnville, Searsmont and Belmont, one ; Belfast and North- 
port, one; Prospect and Swanville, one; Frankfort and 
Monroe, one ; Knox, Brooks, Jackson and Thomdike, one. 

County of WashingUm, The towns of Steuben, Cheny- 
field and Harrington, may elect one representative ; Addi- 
son, Columbia and Jonesborough, one ; Machias, one ; 
Lubec, Dennysville, plantations No. 9, No. 10, No. 11, 
No. 12, one; Eastport, one; Perry, Robbinston, Calais, 
plantations No. 3, No. 6, No. 7, No. 15, and No. 16, 
one. 

County of Kennebec, The towns of Belgrade and Dear- 
bom, may elect one representative; Chesterville, Vienna 
and Borne, one ; Wayne and Fayette, one ; Temple and 
Wilton one ; Winslow and China, one ; Fairfax and 
Freedom, one ; Unity, Joy and twenty five mile pond plan- 
tation, one ; Harlem and Malta, one ; and each remaining 
town one. 

County of Oxford, The towns of Dixfield, Mexico, 
Weld and plantations No. 1 and 4, may elect one repre- 
sentative ; Jay and Hartford, one ; Livermore, one ; Rum- 
ford, East Andover and plantations Nos. 7 and 8, one ; 
Turner, one ; Woodstock, Paris and Greenwood, one ; 
Hebron and Norway, one ; Gilead, Bethel, Newry, Albany 
and Howard's Gore, one ; Porter, Hiram and Brownfield, 
one ; Waterford, Sweden and Lovell, one j Denmark, Frye- 
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burg, and Fryeburg Edition, one ; Buckfield and Sumner, 
one. 

County of Somerset The town of Fairfield may elect 
one representative; Norridgewock' and Bloomfield, one; 
Starks and Mercer, one ; Industry, Strong and New 
Vineyard, one; Avon, Phillips, Freeman and Kingfield, 
one ; Anson, New Portland, Embden and plantation No. 1, 
one ; Canaan, Warsaw, Palmyra, St. Albans and Corinna, 
one ; Madison, Solon, .Bingham, Moscow and Northhill^ 
one; Comville, Athens, Harmony, Bipley and Warrens- 
town, one. 

County of Penobscot, The towns of Hampden and 
Newburg may elect one representative ; Orrington, Brew- 
er and Eddington and plantations adjacent on the east 
side of Penobscot river, one ; Bangor, Orono, and Sunk- 
haze plantation, one; Dixmont, Newport, Carmel, Her- 
mon. Stetson, and plantation No. 4, in the 6th ran^e, 
one ; Levant, Corinth, Exeter, New Charlestown, Blakes- 
burg, plantation No. 1 in 3d range, and plantation No. 1 
in 4th range, one; DextQr, Garland, Guilford, Sanger- 
yille, and plantation No. 8, in 6th range, one ; Atkinson, 
Sebec, Foxcroft, Brownville, Williamsburg, plantation 
No. 1, in 7th range, and plantation No. 3, in 7th range, 
one. 

And the secretary of state pro tempore shall have the 
same powers, and be subject to the same duties, in rela- 
tion to ihB votes for governor, as the secretary of state 
has, and is subject to, by this constitution ; and the elec- 
tion of governor shall, on the said last Wednesday in 
ICay, be determined and declared, in the same manner, 
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as Other elections of governor are by this constitution ; 
and in case of vacancy in said office, the president of the 
senate, and speaker of the house of representatives, shall 
exercise the office, as herein otherwise provided, and the 
councilors, secretary and treasurer, shall also be elected 
on said day, and have the same powers, and be subject to 
the same duties, as is provided in this constitution ; and in 
case of the death or other disqualification of the president 
of this convention, or of the secretary of state pro tempore^ 
before the election and qualification of the governor or 
secretary of state under this constitution, the persons to 
be designated by tliis convention at their session in Janu- 
ary next, shall have all the powers and perform all the 
duties, which the president of this convention, or the secre- 
tary pro tempore, to be by them appointed, shall have and 
perform. 

*Sec. 2. The period for which the governor, senators 
and representatives, councilors, secretary and treasurer, 
first elected or appointed, are to serve in their respective 
offices and places, shall commence on the last Wednesday 
in May, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and twenty, and continue until the first Wednesday 
of January, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty two. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force in this state, and not re- 
pugnant to this constitution, shall remain, and be in force, 
until altered or repealed by the legislature, or shall expire 
by their own limitation. 

Sec. 4. The legislature, whenever two thirds of both 
houses shall deem it necessary, may propose amendments to

this oQDStitation'; and when any amendments shall be so 
agreed upon a resolation shall be passed and sent to the 
selectmen of the several towns, and the assessors of the 
several plantations, empowering and directing them to 
notify the inhabitants of their respective towns and planta* 
tions, in the manner prescribed by law, at their next annual 
meetings in the month of September, to give in their votes 
on the question, whether such amendment shall be made ; 
and if it shall appear that a majority of the inhabitants 
voting on the question are in favor of such amendment, it 
shall become a part of this constitution. 

Sec. 5. All ofi&cers provided for in the sixth section of 
an act of the Ck>mmonwealth of Massachusetts, passed on 
the nineteenth day of June, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and nineteen, entitled ^^ an act re-* 
lating to the separation of the district of Maine from Mas- 
sachusetts proper, and forming the same into a separate 
and independent state," shall continue in office as therein 
provided ; and the following provisions of said act shall be 
a part of this constitution, subject however to be modified 
or annulled as therein is prescribed, and not otherwise, to 
wit: 

^ Sec* 1. Whereas it has been represented to this legis** 
lature, that a majority of the people of the district of Maine 
ar9 desirous of establishing a separate and independent 
government within said district : therefore, 

^ Be it enacted hy the Menaie and houee of representa" 
tives in general court cusemhledj and by the authority of the 
same, That the consent of this commonwealth be and ther 
same is hereby given, that the district of Maine may be 
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formed and erected into a separate and independent state, 
if the people of the said district shall in the manner, and 
by the majority hereinafter mentioned, express their consent 
and agreement thereto, upon the following terms and con* 
ditions ; and provided the congress of the United States 
shall give its consent thereto, before the foarth day of 
March next: which terms and conditions are as followsi 
viz: 

** First, All the lands and buildings belonging to the 
commonwealth, within Massachusetts proper, shall continue 
to belong to said commonwealth, and all the lands belong* 
ing to the commonwealth, within the district of Maine, 
shall belong, the one half thereof to the said commonwealth, 
and the other half thereof, to the state to be formed within 
the said district, to be divided as is hereinafter mentioned ; 
and the lands within the said district, which shall belong 
to the said commonwealth, shall be free from taxation, 
while the title to the said lands remains in the common- 
wealth ; and the rights of the commonwealth to their lands, 
within said district, and the remedies for the recovery 
thereof, shall continue the same, within the proposed state, 
and in the courts thereof, as they now are within the said 
commonwealth, and in the courts thereof; foT which pur* 
poses, and for the maintenance of its rights, and recovery of 
its lands, the said commonwealth shall be entitled to all 
other proper and legal remedies, and may appear in the 
courts of the proposed state and in the courts of the 
United States, holden therein; and all rights of ac* 
tion for; or entry into lands, and of actions upon bonds, 
for the breach of Uie performance of the condition of s^* 
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Uing duties, so called, whicb have accrued, or may accrae, 
shall remain in this commonwealth, to be enforced, commu- 
ted, released, or otherwise disposed of, in such manner as 
this commonwealth may hereafter determine : provided 
howeveTy that whatever this commonwealth may hereafter 
receive or obtain on account thereof if any thing, shall, after 
deducting all reasonable charges relating thereto, be divided, 
one third part thereof to the new state, and two third parts 
thereof to this commonwealth. 

<< Second* All the arms which have been received by 
this commonwealth from the United States, under the law 
of congress, entitled, ^ an act making provisions for arming 
and equipping the whole body of miHtia of the United 
States/ passed April the twenty third, one thousand eight 
hundred and eight, shall, as soon as the said district shall 
become a separate state, be divided between the two states, 
in proportion to the returns of the militia, according to 
which, the said arms have been received froni the United 
States, as aforesaid. 

" Third, All money, stock or other proceeds, hereafter 
derived from the United States, on account of the claim of 
this commonwealth, for disbursements made, and expenses 
incurred, for the defense of the state, during the late war 
with Great Britain, shall be received by this common- 
wealth, and when received, shall be divided between the' 
two states, in the proportion of two thirds to this common- 
wealth, and one third to the new state. 

*^ Fourth. All other property, of every description, 
belonging to the commonwealth, shall be holden and' 
receivable by the same as a fond and security, for all 
6 
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debts, annuities, and Indian subsidies, or claims due bj 
said commonwealth ; and within two years afler the said 
district shall have become a separate state, the commission- 
ers to be appointed, as hereinafter provided, if the said 
states cannot otherwise agree, shall assign a just por« 
lion of the productive property, so held by said common- 
wealth, as an equivalent and indemnification to said 
commonwealth, for all such debts, annuities, or Indian 
subsidies or claims, which may then remain due, or un- 
satisfied: and all the surplus of the said property, so 
holden as aforesaid, shall be divided between the said 
commonwealth and the said district of Maine, in the 
proportion of two thirds to the said commonwealth, and 
one third to the said district — and if, in the judgment of 
the said commissioners, the whole of said property, so held, 
as a fund and security, shall not be sufi[icient indemni- 
fication for the purpose, the said district shall be liable 
for and shall pay to said commonwealth one third of the 
deficiency. 

^< Fifth. The new state shall, as soon as the necessary 
arrangements can be made for that purpose, assume and 
perform all the. duties and obligations of this common- 
wealth, towards the Indians within said district of Maine, 
whether the same arise from treaties, or otherwise ; and 
for this purpose shall obtain the assent of said Indians, 
and their release to this commonwealth of claims and 
stipulations arising under the treaty at present existing 
between the said commonwealth and said Indians; and 
as an indemnification to such new state, therefor, this 
commonwealth when such arrangements shall be corn- 
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pleted, and the said duties and obligations assumed, shall 
pay to said new state, the value of thirty thousand dol- 
lars, in manner following, viz : the said commissioners 
shall set off by metes and bounds, so much of any part 
of the land within the said district, falling to this com- 
monwealth, in the division of the public lands, hereinafter 
provided for, as in their estimation shall be of the value 
of thirty thousand dollars ; and this commonwealth shall, 
thereupon, assign the same to the said new state, or in 
lieu thereof, may pay the sum of thirty thousand dollars at 
its election; which election of the said commonwealth, 
shall be made within one year from the time that notice 
of the doings of the commissioners, on this subject, shall 
be made known to the governor and council ; and if not 
made within that time, the election shall be with the new 
state. 

" Sixth. Commissioners, with the powers and for the 
purposes mentioned in this act, shall be appointed in 
manner following : the executive authority of each state 
shall appoint two ; and the four so appointed or the ma- 
jor part of them, shall appoint two more: but if they 
cannot agree in the appointment, the executive of each 
state shall appoint one in addition ; not however, in that 
case, to be a citizen of its own state. And any vacancy 
happening with respect to the commissioners shall be 
supplied in the manner provided for their original ap- 
pointment; and, in addition to the powers herein before 
given to said commissioners, they shall have full power 
and authority to divide all the public lands within the 
district, between the respective states, in equal shares, or 
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moieties, in severaltj, having regard to quantity, 6ita»- 
tion and quality; they shall determine what lands shall 
be surveyed and divided, from time to time, the expense 
of wliich surveys, and of the commissioners, shall be 
borne equally by the two states. They shall keep fair 
records of their doings, and of the surveys made by their 
direction, copies of which records, authenticated by 
them, shall be deposited from time to time in the archives 
of the respective states ; transcripts of which, properly 
eertiiied, may be admitted in evidence, in all questions 
touching the subject to which they relate. The execu- 
tive authority of each state may revoke the power of 
either or both its commissioners: having, however, first 
appointed a substitute, or substitutes, and may fill any 
vacancy happening with respect to its own commission- 
ers ; four of said commissioners shall constitute a quo- 
rum, for the transaction of business ; their decision shall 
be final upon all subjects within their cognizance. In 
case said commission shall expire, the same not having 
been completed, and either state shall request the renewal 
or filling up of the same, it shall be renewed or filled up in 
the same manner, as is herein provided for filling the same, 
in the first instance, and with the like powers ; and if 
either state shall, afler six months' notice, neglect or refuse 
to appoint its commissioners, the other may fill up the whole 
commission. 

" Seventh, All grants of land, franchises, immunities, 
corporate or other rights, and all contracts for, or grants 
of land not yet located, which have been or may be 
made. by the said commonwealth, before the separation 
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of said district shall take place, and haying or to have 
effect within the said district, shall continue ii^ull force, 
after the said district shall become a separate state. But 
the grant which has been made to the president and trus- 
tees of Bowdoin College, out of the tax laid upon the 
banks within this commonwealth, shall be charged upon 
the tax upon the banks within the said district of Maine, 
and paid according to the terms of said grant; and the 
president and trustees, and the overseers of said college, 
shall have, hold and enjoy their powers and privileges in 
all respects ; so that the same shall not be subject to be 
altered, limited, annulled or restrained except hj judicial 
process, according to the principles of law; and in all 
grants hereafter to be made, bj either state, of unlocated 
land within the said district, the same reservations shall 
be made for the benefit of schools and of the ministry, as 
have heretofore been usual, in grants made by this com- 
monwealth. And all lands heretofore grated by this 
commonwealth, to any religious, literary, or eleemosynary 
corporation, or society, shall be free from taxation, while 
the same continues to be owned by such corporation, or 
society. 

'< Mghih. No laws shall be pf^sed in the proposed state, 
with regard to taxes, actions, or remedies at law, or bars 
or limitations thereof, or otherwise making any distinc- 
tion between the lands and rights of property of proprie- 
tors, not resident in, or not citizens of said proposed 
state, and the lands and rights of property of the citizens 
of the proposed state, resident therein; and the rights 
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and liabilities of all persons, sball, after the said separation, 
continue the same as if the said district was still a part 
of ibis oonAfeonwealth, in all suits pending, or judgments 
remainiog unsatisfied on the fifteenth daj of March next, 
Where the suits have been commenced in Massachusetts 
proper, and process has been served within the district 
of Maine ; or commenced in the district of Maine, and 
process has been served in Massachusetts proper, either 
bj taking bail, making attachments, arresting and de- 
taining persons, or otherwise, where execution remains 
to be done ; and in such suits the courts within Massa- 
chusetts proper, and within the proposed state, shall con- 
tinue to have the same jurisdiction as if the said district 
had still remained a part of the commonwealth. And 
this commonwealth shall have the same remedies within 
the proposed state, as it now has, for the collection of all 
taxes, bonds or debts, which may be assessed, due, made, 
or contracted, by, to, or with the commonwealth, on or 
before the said fifteenth day of March, within the said 
district of Maine ; and all officers within Massachusetts 
proper and the district of Maine, shall conduct themselves 
accordingly. 

" Ninth. These terms and conditions, as here set forth, 
when the said district shall become a separate and independ- 
ent state, shall, ipso facto be incorporated into, and become 
and be a part of any constitution, provisional or other, 
under which the government of the said proposed state, 
shall, at any time hereafter, be administered ; subject how- 
ever, to be modified, or annulled, by the agreement of the 
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legislatare of both the said states ; but by no other power 
or body whatsoeTer." 

Sec. 6. This constitution shall be enrolled on parch- 
ment, deposited in the secretary's office, and be the supreme 
law of the state, and printed copies there(^ shall be prefixed 
to the books containing the laws of this state. 
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AMENDMENTS 

TO THB 

CONSTITUTION OF MAINE. 

Adopted in pursuance of the fourth section of the tenth 
article of the original constitution. 



ARTICLE I. 



The electors resident in any citj may, at any meeting 
duly notified for the choice of representatives, vote for such 
representatives in their respective ward meetings, and the 
wardens in said wards shall preside impartially at such 
meetings, receive the votes of all qualified electors present, 
sort, count and declare them in open ward meetings, and in 
the presence of the ward clerk, who shall form a list of the 
persons voted for, with the number of votes for each person 
against his name, shall make a fair record thereof in the 
presence of the warden, and in open ward meeting ; and a 
fair copy of this list shall be attested by the warden and 
ward clerk, sealed up in open ward meeting, and delivered 
to the city clerk within twenty four hours after the close of 
the polls, And the aldermen of any city shall be in session 
at their usual place of meeting, within twenty four hours 

(68) 
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after any election, and in the presence of the citj clerk shall 
examine and compare the copies of said lists, and in case 
anj person shall have received a majority of all the votes, 
he shall be declared elected by the aldermen, and the city 
clerk of any city shall make a record thereof, and the alder- 
men and city clerk shall deliver certified copies of such lists 
to the person or persons so elected, within ten days afler 
the electioiL And the electors resident in any city may at 
any meetings duly notified and holden for the choice of any 
other civil officers, for whom they have been required here- 
tofore to vote in town meeting, vote for such officers in their 
respective wards, and the same proceedings shall be had by 
the warden and ward clerk in each ward, as in the case o£ 
votes for representatives. And the aldermen of any city 
shall be in session within twenty four hours afler the close 
of the polls in such meetings, and in the presence of the 
city clerk shall open, examine and compare the copies from 
the lists of votes given in the several wards, of which the 
city clerk shall make a record, and return thereof shall be 
made into the secretary of state's office in the same manner 
as selectmen of towns are required to do. 

ARTICLE II. 

No person before conviction shall be bailable for any of 
the crimes, which now are, or have been denominated capi- 
tal offisnses since the adoption of the constitution, where the 
proof is evident or the presumption great, whatever the 
punishment of the crimes may be. 
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ARTICLE III. 

All judicial ofl&cers now in office or who may be hereafter 
appointed shall, from and after the first day of March in the 
year eighteen hundred and forty, hold their offices for the 
term of seven years from the time of their respective ap- 
pointments (unless sooner removed by impeachment or by 
address of both branches of the legislature to the executive) 
and no longer, unless reappointed thereto. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The second section, article fourth, part first, of the 
constitution, is amended by substituting the words one 
hundred and jifty one for " not less than one hundred nor 
more than two hundred," before the word " members *' in 
said section, so as to establish the number of representa- 
tives for the state at the number of one hundred and fi!kj 
one ; and the latter part of said section, being the words 
and sentences following : " and, whenever the number 
of representatives shall be two hundred, at the next annual 
meetings of election which shall thereafter be had, and 
at every subsequent period of ten years, the people shall 
give in their votes, whether the number of representa- 
tives shall be increased or diminished, and if a majority of 
votes are in favor thereof, it shall be the duty of the next 
legislature thereafter to increase or diminish the number 
by the rule hereinafter prescribed," shall not be a part of 
the constitution ; but one hundred and fifty one represen- 
tatives shall be apportioned according to the rule in this 
constitution. 
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ARTICLE V. 

[* The annual meeting of the legislature shall be on the 
second Wednesday of May, in each year ; and the governor 
and other state officers elected for the political year com- 
mencing on the first Wednesday of January, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty five, shall 
hold their offices till the second Wednesday of May, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and forty-six.] 

ARTICLE VI. 

The credit of the state shall not be directly or indirectly 
loaned in any case. 

The legislature shall not create any debt or debts, liabili- 
ty or liabilities, on behalf of the state, which shall singly, 
or in the aggregate, with previous debts and liabilities here- 
after incurred at any one time, exceed three hundred thou* 
sand dollars, except to suppress insurrection, to repel 
invasion, or for purposes of war ; but this amendment shall 
not be construed to refer to any money that has been, or 
may be deposited with this state by the government of the 
United States, or to any fund which the state shall hold in 
trust for any Lidian tribe. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The constitution of this state is amended in the fifth sec- 
tion of the first part of the fourth article, by striking out 
the words, '< a majority of all the ^ and inserting instead

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thereof, the words, " the highest nnmber of," and by striking 
oat the words ^ a majority " where they again occur in the 
same section and inserting instead thereof, the words ^* the 
highest nnmber ; *' also in the first amendment to the con- 
stitution of this state, by striking out the words ^ a majority 
of all the," and inserting instead thereof the words '^ the 
highest number of." 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The annual meeting of the legislature shall be on the 
first Wednesday of January, in each year ; and the goyem* 
or and other state officers elected for the political year 
commencing on the second Wednesday of May, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty one, shall 
hold their offices tUl the first Wednesday of January, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and Mj two»

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An act to apportion the state for representatiyes to congress. 

Section 1. The county of York, together with the 
towns of Scarborough, Cape Elizabeth, Westbrook, Gor- 
ham« Standish, Baldwin, Sebago and Naples, and the city 
of Portland, from the county of Cumberland, shall com- 
pose the first district, and be entitled to one representa- 
tive. 

The remainder of the county of Cumberland, together 
with the counties of Oxford and Franklin, shall compose 
the second district, and be entitled to one representative. 

All that part of the county of Lincoln on the easterly 
side of the Kennebec river, together with all the towns in 
the county of Waldo, except Islesborough, Vinalhaven 
and North Haven, shall compose the third district, and be 
entitled to one representative. 

The remainder of the county of Lincoln, together with 
the county of Kennebec and that part of the county of 
Somerset lying west of the Kennebec river, together with 
that part of Norridgewock on the east of said river, shall 
compose the fourth district, and be entitled to one repre- 
sentative. 

The remainder of the county of Somerset, together 
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with the counties of Penobscot and Piscataquis, shall com- 
pose the fifth district, and be entitled to one representa- 
tive. 

The counties of Washington, Hancock, and Aroostook, 
together with the towns of Vinalhaven, North Haven, and 
Islesborough, m the county of Waldo, shall compose the 
sixth district, and be entitled to one representative. 

Sect. 2. The election of representatives to congress, 
shall take place and be on the second Monday of Septem- 
ber, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, and there- 
after biennially. 

Sect. 3. The representatives chosen in the several 
districts, shall at the time of their election, be residents 
therein. The foregoing division of the state into repre- 
sentative districts, shall be and continue in force until an 
apportionment among the several states shall be made by 
congress after the taking of the eighth censusf 

Sect. 4. So much of section three of an act entitled 
"an act providing for the choice of representatives to 
congress," approved February twenty-eight, in the year 
of our Lord eighteen hundred and thirty-three, as relates 
to the manner of calling meetings for the choice of repre- 
sentatives to congress, and the duties of officers of towns 
in presiding in said meetings and making returns of 
votes; and also sections four, five, six, and seven of said 
act, shall continue and be in force, except so far as the 
same may have been changed by the revised statutes of 
this state.

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RULES AND ORDERS. 



Duties and Powers of the Speaker. 

1. The speaker shall take the chair at the hour to 
which the house shall . have adjourned ; shall call the 
members to order ; and on the appearance of a quorum, 
shall cause the journal of the preceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order ; may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members ; shall 
decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
house, on motion regularly seconded ; and may vote in 
all cases. 

3. He shall declare all votes ; but if any member 
doubt the vote, the speaker shall order a return of the 
house, with the number voting for and against the ques- 
tion, and declare the result. 

4. He shall rise to put a question, or to address the 
house, but may read sitting. 

5. When the house shall determine to go into a com- 
mittee of the whole house, the speaker shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

6. He shall propound all questions in the order they 
were moved, unless the subsequent motion be previous 
in its nature ; except that in filling blanks and in assign-

iog times for the coDsideration of business, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

7. He shall consider a motion to adjourn as always 
first in order, and it shall be decided without debate. 

8. He shall put the previous question in the following 
form: Shall the main question be now put? and all 
further debate on the subject shall be suspended unless 
the motion for the previous question shall not be sustained. 
And a call for the yeas and nays, or for a division of the 
question, shall be in order after the main question has 
been ordered to be put. While a motion for the previous 
question is pending, a motion to lay on the table shall be 
decided without debate. After the adoption of the pre- 
vious question, the vote shall forthwith be taken upon 
amendments reported by a committee, upon pending 
amendments, and then upon the main question. 

9. When two or more members rise at the same time, 
the speaker shall name the person to speak ; but in all 
cases the member who shall first rise and address the 
chair shall speak first. 

10. All committees, except such as the house shall 
from time to time determine to select by ballot, shall be 
nominated by the speaker, unless a majority of members 
shall be in favor of a nomination by the house, in which 
case the nomination shall be made by the house. 

11. Every question of order, which shall be decided 
on appeal, shall be entered on the journal of the house, 
with the decision thereon. 

12. The speaker shall have a right to name a member 
to perform the duties of the chair during his absence, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 
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BJTLES AND 0iU)£B8. 139 

Duties of the Clerk. 

13. All messages from the house to the senate, and 
to the governor, or governor and council, shall be carried 
by the clerk, unless when the house shall otherwise 
decide. 

14. All papers shall be transmitted to the governor 
and council, and to the senate, by the cleHc, or the as- 
sistant clerk. 

15. In case the speaker shall be absent at the hour to 
which the house was adjourned, the clerk shall preside 
until a speaker pro. tem. shall be chosen. 



Of the Chaplain. 

16. A chaplain or chaplains, shall be appointed at the 
commencement of the session^ in such manner as the 
house may direct, who shall perform religious services 
every morning immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal. They may exchange with the chaplain or chaplains 
of the senate, when it may be convenient to themselves. 



Buties, BightBy and Decorum of Members. 

17. Every seat which shall be drawn by any member, 
in person, at the beginning of any session, shall be his 
seat during the session, unless he shall have leave of the 
speaker to change it. 

18. No person shall sit at the desk of the speaker or 
clerk, except by permission of the speaker. 

19. No member shall speak out of his place without 
leave from the chair, nor without first rising and address- 
ing tl^ speaker ; and he shall sit down as soon as he has 
done speaking. 
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140 BULK AND ORDEBS. 

20. No member shall intemipt another while speak- 
ing, except to call to order, or to correct a mistake. 

21. No member shall speak more than twice to the 
same question, without first obtaining leave of the house, 
unless he be the mover, proposer or introducer of the 
matter pending ; in which case he shall be permitted to 
speak in reply, but not until every member choosing to 
speak, shall have spoken. 

22. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
received and considered by the house, and not otherwise ; 
and no member shall be permitted to lay a motion in 
writing on the table, until he shall have read the same 
in his place, and the same shall have been seconded ; 
and no new bill or resolve of a public nature, shall be 
received, except it be reported by a committee, unless 
the house otherwise order ; and all bills and resolves, not 
reported by a committee, shall be referred to the appro- 
priate committees, or shall be laid upon the table for one 
day, before further action thereon.* 

23. No member shall nominate more than one person 
for one committee, provided the person nominated by him 
be chosen. 

24. When a motion has been once made and carried 
in the afiirmative, or negative, it shall not be in order for 
any member who voted in the minority, to move for a 
reconsideration thereof; but any member who voted with 
the majority, may move to reconsider on the same or the 
succeeding day. A motion to reconsider shall not be 
postponed nor laid on the table without a time certain 
assigned for its further consideration. When a motion 
for reconsideration has been decided, the vote shall not 
be reconsidered. A motion to reconsider shall not be in 
order, more than once on the same question. 

25. Bills, resolves, and other papers, in reference to 
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RULES AND ORDERS. 141 

which any member having a right to move a reconsidera- 
tion, shall give notice of a motion to that effect, to be 
made within the time allowed for that purpose, shall re- 
main in the possession of the clerk, until the question of 
reconsideration is determined, or the right to move that 
question is lost ; but the operation of this rule shall be 
suspended during the last week of the session. 

26. No member shall be obliged to be on more than 
two committees at the same time, nor chairman of more 
than one. No member of this house shall act as counsel 
for any party, before a joint committee of the legislature, 
or a committee of this house. 

27. No member shall be permitted to stand up to the 
interruption of another, while any member is speaking, 
or pass unnecessarily between the speaker of the house 
and the person speaking. Nor shall any member or 
other person be permitted to stand in the alleys, or sit or 
stand covered, during the session of the bouse, 

28. Every member shall keep an account of his owp 
attendance and travel, and deliver the same to the clerk, 
or to the committee appointed to make up the pay roll ; 
and on failure thereof shall not be made up in the roll. 

29. When the galleries shall be ordered to be cleared 
or shut, the matter which may occasion such order, shall 
be kept secret by each member, until the house shall 
order such injunction of secresy to be taken off. 

30. Every member who shall neglect to give his at- 
tendance in the house for more than six days after the 
session commences, shall, on making his appearance 
therein, be held to render the reason for such neglect ; 
and in case the reason assigned shall be deemed by the 
house sufficient, such member shall be entitled to receive 
pay for his travel, and not otherwise ; and no member 
shall be absent more than two days without leave of the 
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house ; and no member shall have such leave, unless it be 
reported by the committee on leave of absence ; and no 
leave of absence shall avail any member who retains his 
seat more than five days from the time the same was 
obtained. 

31. When any member shall be guilty of a breach of 
any of the rules and orders of the house, and the house 
has determined he has so transgressed, he shall not be 
allowed to vote or speak, unless by way of excuse for the 
same, until he has made satisfaction. 

S2. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question where his private right distinct from public 
interest is immediately concerned. 

33. Every member who shall be in the house when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the house, for special reason, 
shall excuse him ; and when the yeas and nays are or- 
dered, no member shall leave his seat until the vote is 
declared. In all elections by the hpuse, or in joint ballot 
of the two houses, no member shall leave his seat, after 
voting, before a return of the house is had. 



Order in Proceedings and Debate. 

34. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if re- 
quired by the speaker or by any member. 

35. When a question is taken by yeas and nays or a 
call of the house is made, the names of the members 
shall be called alphabetically. 

36. No new motions or propositions shall be admitted 
under color of amendment, as a substitute for the motion 
or question under debate. 
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37. Propositions to amend by striking out and inserts 
ing dates, numbers and sums, are not divisible ; but all 
propositions, otherwise divisible, shall be divided at the 
request of any ten members. A motion to strike out 
being lost, shall neither preclude amendments, nor a mo- 
tion to strike out and insert. 

38. When the reading of a paper is called for, which 
has been before read to the house, and the same is ob- 
jected to by any member, it shall be determined by a 
vote of the house. 

39. Afler a motion or order is stated or read by the 
speaker, and seconded, it shall be deemed to be in the 
possession of the house, and shall be disposed of by vote 
of the house. Any motion or order may be withdrawn 
by the mover at any time before a decision or amend- 
ment, except a motion to reconsider, which shall not be 
withdrawn except by consent of the house. 

40. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received, but 

1st — ^To adjourn ; 
2d — ^To lay on the table ; 
3d — For the previous question ; 
4th — ^To commit ; 
5th — ^To amend ; 

6th — ^To postpone to a day certain ; 
7th — ^To postpone indefinitely ; 

Which several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they are arranged. 

41. The unfinished business in which the house was 
engaged at the time of the last adjournment, shall have 
preference in the orders of the day, and shall continue to 
be among the orders of the day for each succeeding day 
until disposed of, and no motion or other business shall be 
received, without special leave of the house until the for- 
mer is disposed of. 
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144 RULES AND ORDERS. 

42. A proposition to require the opinions of the judges 
of the supreme court, as provided by the constitution, 
shall not be acted upon until the next day after such 
proposition is made, 

43. When a bill or resolve shall be returned by the 
governor with his objections, the question shall be stated 
by the chair, Shall this bill heeone a law notwithstanding 
the objections of the governor ? and the same in sul^ 
stance in case of a resolve; which question may be 
postponed to a day within the session, not exceeding one 
week, or may be committed. But no other question 
shall be taken upon such bill or resolve ; and this rule 
shall apply to bills and resolves originating in either 
branch. 

44. No rule or order of the house shall be dispensed 
with, unless two-thirds of the members present shall con* 
sent thereto. 

45. No rule or order of the house shall be altered or 
repealed, nor shall any new standing rule or order be 
adopted, unless one day's previous notice thereof be giv- 
en in each case ; and such notice shall be entered on the 
journal. 

46. When a vote having been declared by the speak- 
er, is doubted, the members for and against the question, 
when called on by the speaker, shall rise and stand till 
they are counted, and the vote made certain without any 
further .debate* But a call for the yeas and nays shall 
be in order at any time before such a vote is made cer- 
tain and declared. 

47. A member who is absent from his seat when a 
vote is taken upon any question, shall not afterwards be 
allowed to vote on that question except by consent of the 
house. 

48. One monitor shall be appointed by the speaker 
for each division of the -house, whose duty shall be, to 
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see to the observance of the orders of the house, and on 
demand of the speaker, to return the number of votes 
and members in his division. 

49. If any member shall transgress any of the rules 
and orders of the house, and persist therein, after being 
notified thereof by any monitor, it shall be the duty of 
such monitor to give information thereof to the house. 

50. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in 
Jefferson's Manual shall govern the house in all cases to 
wnich they are applicable, and in which they are not in- 
consistent with the standidg rules and orders of the house, 
and the joint rules of the senate and house of represen- 
tatives. 



Petitions, 'Memorials, Eto. 

51. All petitions, memorials, and other papers, ad- 
dressed to the house, shall be presented by the speaker, 
or by a member in his place, and shall be indorsed with 
the name of the person presenting it, and the subject 
matter of the same. They shall be read by the speaker, 
clerk, or such other person as the speaker may request, 
and shall be taken up in the order they were first pre- 
sented, unless the house shall otherwise direct. 



Bills, Besolves and Grants. 

52. Every bill or resolve providing for the grant of 
money, land, or other public property, which may be laid 
on the table by leave, and any report of a committee upon 
any bill or resolve providing for such grant, shall be ac- 
companied by a written statement of facts in each case ; 
and no such bill or resolve shall pass, without being read 
on two several days.

5S. No engrossed bill or resolve shall be sent to the 
senate, without notice thereof being given to the house by 
the speaker, 

54. No bill shall pass to be engrossed, until it shall 
have had three several readings ; the times for the second 
and third readings shall be assigned by the house ; but, 
if no objection is made, the second reading may be by 
title, and at the time of the first. Every resolve, which 
shall require the approval of the governor, shall have two 
several readings ; the second reading shall be subject to 
the provision for the third reading of bills. 

55. All resolves appropriating money or land, shall 
have their second reading on Wednesday of the week 
following that of tneir first reading. 

56. No act or resolve shall be passed, affecting the 
rights of individuals or corporations, without previous 
notice to such individuals or corporations. 

57. All bills in their third reading, and resolves in 
their second reading, shall be committed to the standing 
committee on bills in the third reading, to be by them ex* 
amined, corrected, and so reported to the house. 

58. All engrossed bills and resolves shall be commit- 
ted to the standing committee on engrossed bills, to be 
strictly examined ; and if found by them to be truly and 
strictly engrossed, they shall so report to the house, and , 
the same shall pass to be enacted without any further 
reading, unless on motion of any member, a majority of« 
the house shall be in favor of reading the same as en- 
grossed. 
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Ck>inmittee8. 

59. The following standing committees shall be ap- 
pointed at the commencement of the session, with leave 
to report by bill or otherwise, viz : - 

On elections, 

On engrossed bills, 

On finance, 

On county estimates, 

On bills in the third reading. 

On leave of absence, 

On the pay roll, 
To consist of seven members each. 

On change of names, 
To consist of three members. 

60. In all elections by bsjlot, of committees of the 
house, the person having the highest number of votes 
shall act as chairman. In case two or more persons 
receive the same number of votes, the committee, by a 
majority of their number, shall elect a chairman. 

61. Any member having obtained leave of absence, 
and having in his possession any papers relative to the 
businoss before the house, shall leave the same with the 
clerk. 



Eleotions. 

62. In all elections by ballet of the house, a time shall 
be assigned for such election, at least one day previous 
thereto.

Of the BepresentatiTes' HalL 

63. No person not a member or officer of the house, 
except members of the Senate, its secretary and assistants,

1. Orders, motions in writing, and reports of con>mit- 
tees, should never be presented on less than half a 
sheet of paper. 

2. When a report of a committee is made to the senate^ 
it should be accompanied by the order^ appointing 
said committee. 

3. Petitions, memorials, and remonstrances from towns, 
in their corporate capacity^ should be indorsed thus, 

" Petition of the town of ," [stating concisely 

the subject matter thereof.] ' 

4. Petitions, memorials and remonstrances from individ- 
uals, should be indorsed thus, " Petition of , 

and others of the town of ," [stating concisely 

the subject matter thereof.] 

5. Petitions, memorials and remonstrances from corpo- 
rations, should be indorsed thus, " Petition of ," 

[naming the corporation, and stating concisely the 
subject matter thereof.] 

6. The name of the member presenting petitions, me- 
morials and remonstrances, should be indorsed on the 
back thereof, near the bottom^ with the place of his 
residence. 

7. The member presenting an order^ should put his

And each of the said committees shall consist of three 
on the part of the senate, and seven on the part of the 
house, with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

2. Whenever a select committee shall be appointed 
by either house, and be joined by the other, it shall be 
the duty of the secretary of the senate, or clerk of the 
house, respectively, as the case may be, to transmit, one 
to the other, the names of the members so joined, in 
order that they may be entered on the journal of both 
houses. ^ 

3. The enacting clause of every bill shall follow its 
title in these words, namely : 

" Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in Legislature assembled^ as follows : " 
. And if any bill shall contain more than one section, the 
words "Section 1." shall be inserted immediately after 
the enacting clause, and before the first part of the bill, 
and to each subsequent section shall be prefixed the words 
"Section 3." or otherwise, as the case may be, in con- 
formity with the style of the revised statutes. And if any 
bill shall be found not to conform to the requisitions of 
this rule, it shall be the duty of the committee on bills in 
the second reading or of the secretary of the senate, or of 
the committee on bills in the third reading or of the clerk 
of the house, to correct the same, without a proposition to 
either branch to amend. 

4. All indorsements on papers, while on their passage 
between the two houses, shall be under the signature of 
the secretary of the senate, or clerk of the house, respec-

lively ; but bills and leaohea on their final passage shall 
be signed by Uk presiding officer of each branch. 

5. Every bill that shall have passed both houses to be 
enacted, and all resolntiooB, or resolves having the force 
of law, that shall have finally passed both houses, shall be 
presented by the secretary of the seimte to the governor, 
for his approval ; and the secretary of the senate shall 
enter on the journal of the senate, the day on which such 
bilk or resolutions are so presented to the governor. 

6. No business shall be entered on in convention of 
both branches, except by unanimous consent, other than 
that which may be agreed on before the convention is 
formed. 

7. When a bill or resolve sfeall be printed by order of 
either house, the name of the committee by whom such 
bill or resolve was reported, cr of the member by whom it 
was introduced, shall be stated on the printed copies. 

8. Whenever the house shall order the printing of any 
document for the mse of the legislature^ the number of 
copies so ordered shall not be less than three hundred and 
fifty, and such order shall be immediately communicated 
to the senate. If the senate shall desire an additional 
number of copies, for the use of the senate, its order for 
that purpose shall be communicated to the house, and the 
clerk of the house shall, whhout further order or vote, 
procure such additional copies to be printed without any 
change of form, and delivered to the messenger of the 
senate. 

The same <;ourse of proceedings shall be observed

whenever an order to print for the use of the legislature 
shall be passed by the senate. 

The copies printed for the use of the legislature shall 
be delivered to the messengers of the two houses, in the 
proportion of one-fourth for the use of the senate, and 
three-fourths for the u^e of the house, after reserving 
the usual number of copies for the departments and for 
binding. 

9. All orders proposing a change of the statute laws 
of the state, shall recite the chapter and section the change 
of which is desired, and. indicate the nature of such 
change. 

10. In presenting a report upon any matter referred 
to a committee, such report shall set forth the subject re- 
ferred, and the substance shall also be* briefly indorsed on 
the back of said report. 

11. No joint rule or order of the senate, and house of 
representatives, shall be suspended without consent of 
two-thirds of the members present in each branch.
